St. Louis was the sta rtin g point 
for the sensational 
balloon voyage 
m a d e by Prof. Wise, which is still 
i he Am erican record for long d is­ 
land*. and which, until 1900, was the 
w orld's record. 
Prof. W ise ascended a t St. Louis 
a t 6:40 p. rn. Ju ly I, 1S59. His com ­ 
panions w ere J o h n La M ountain ot 
Troy, N. Y.; D. A. Gager of B enning­ 
ton. Vt., and W illiam Hyde of 
St. 
Louis. 
T h e balloon contained 60,- 
000 cubic feet of gas and carried 900 
pounds of ballast. 
Prof. W ise’s bag was carried north 
an d ea st by a wind which early the 
next day became a hurricane.
